Jason Russell built this simple 
house in the 1740s. The 
furnishings in the house date 
from the 18th and 19th 
centuries. The house is 
furnished with authentic 
colonial-era pieces donated by 
early residents of Arlington. 

Be sure to visit and step back in 
time and tour this historic 
Arlington treasure.

The Arlington 
Historical Society 
acquired and restored 
the Jason Russell 
house in 1923. On 
October 9, 1974 the 
National Park Service 
and the Department 
of the Interior 
approved the addition 
of this historic house 
to the National 
Register of Historic 
Places.

In recent years, the Historical Society has undertaken a multi-year preservation endeavor guided by a detailed 
architectural Conditions Assessment and Preservation Plan. This project was made by possible in large part by 
the successful award of two Community Preservation Act grants and two Massachusetts Historical Commis¬ 
sion grants.

The Veterans Council, in 
conjunction with the Parade 
Committee, are pleased to 
announce that Mr. Elias 
Katsos has been selected as 
the Grand Marshal for the 
2019 Patriot's Day Parade. 
Additionally, he will be accom¬ 
panied by his 9 year old grand¬ 
daughter Ms. Alexandra "Lexi" 
Dorow who has written a 
book chronicling the military 
service of Mr. Katsos. 


Mr. Katsos joined the Army in 
July 1943 at the age of 18. He 
was attached to Battery C, 
552nd Field Artillery Battalion 
and deployed to the European 
Theater for duty during

World War II. During his 
service, Elias served in Nor¬ 
mandy, Northern France, the 
Rhineland, Ardennes, and central 
Europe. Mr. Katsos was 
awarded the Purple Heart Medal 
for combat wounds sustained on 
October 7, 1944. He was hon¬ 
orably discharged in December 
1945. His military decorations 
include: European-African- 
Middle Eastern Theater Cam¬ 
paign Medal; World War II Vic¬ 
tory Medal; Good Conduct 
Medal; Purple Heart Medal. 

Elias returned home following 
his military service and married 
his wife Constantina. They have 
been life-long residents of

Arlington and raised four chil- . 
dren, George, Thaiadora, John, 
and Steven. Their grandchildren 
are Harry, Miadora, Luke, Lexi, ^ 
and Sophie. In 2018, Lexi wrote I 
a book titled, Papou is My Hero: A |

cling Elias' wartime service. Both . 
Elias and Lexi attended Arling¬ 
ton's Veterans Day ceremony in * 
2018 where she read excerpts of I
